New Yorks, Sept. 3.— [By the Associated 
Press.] By the steamship Aguan sailing 
from Brooklyn tomorrow additional ma- 
terial and reinforcements will be sent to 
Greytown for the use of the Nicaragua 
Canal Construction Company. This will 
make a total of six steamship loads and 
three sailing vessels’ cargoes sent te 
Nicaragua since the construction party 
‘sailed from this port, May 25th last.

DAY'S NOTABLE EVENTS 


The Surrender of Napoleon at Se- 
dan--Viscount de Chateaubriand- 
Robert Dudley—Charles J. Fol- 
Cuthbert. 


On September 4, 1870, before dawn 
Comte de Palikas announced to the 
French Chamber the surrender of the 
Emperor’s army at Sedan. Jules 
Favre at once declared for defending 
France to the last gasp, denoungéd the 
Imperial dynasty and proposed the 
concentration of power in the hands 
of Gen. Trochu. This was at 3:36 a. 
m. At 3 p.m., at the suggestion of 
Thiers, the Chamber appointed a com- 
mission of government and national 
defense, ordered the election of a con- 
stituent assembly and adjourned. On 
the sitting being resumed an hour later 
the hall was invaded by a mob, de- 
manding the establishment of the Re- 
public. Most of the members left the 
chamber, while Gambetta and the 
other Liberals proclaimed the deposi- 
tion of Napoleon III. and the forma- 
tion of a republic. Simultaneously 
the Imperial Senate beld its last 
meeting and declared its adhesion to 
the Emperor. The government of 
national defense was then proclaimed, 
as follows: President, Gen. Trochu; 
Minister of Interior, M. Gambetta: 
Public Instruction, M. Simon; For- 
eign Affairs, M. Favre: Justice, M 
Cremieux: Finance, M. Picard; War, 


[Gen. le Flo; Marine, M. Florichon: 


Agriculture, M. Magnin; Public 
8 orks, NM. Dorien; Mayor of Paris, 
M. Arago; Police, M. Keratry. On the 
meeting of the Legislative Assembly 
Thiers presided, when Favre an- 
nounced the formation of the govern- 
ment. A protest was made, but Thiers 
counseled moderation. Such was the 
beginning of the third French Repub- 
lic, 19 years ago. On the same even- 
ing, September 4th, the Empress 
Eugenie and Comte de Palikas secret- 
ly left Paris and entered Belgium. 


VISCOUNT DE CHATEAUBRIAND,

born at St. Malo September 4, 1768. 
He was intended for the church, but 


ever, he soon retired to visit America 
in 1791. Joining the Royalist army in 
1792, Chateaubriand was wounded at 
Thionville, but made his escape to 
England. He began the composition 
of bis great work, Tbe Genius of 
Christianity,” in 1798, the book ap- 
pearing in 1802, when its brilliancy 
effected a revolution in French litera-. 
ture, and caused its author to 
recognized as the greatest writer of 
his age. He showed his hostility to 
Bonaparte by his pamphlet. Bona- 
parte and the Bourbons,“ in 1814, and 
tor the nex’ ten years became an ultra- 
Royalist. He was Minister to Berlin 
in 1820 and to London in 1822 and ir 
1828 became Minister of Foreign 
Affairs. He was dismissed by Villele 
in 1824, after which he ably assailed 
the Ministry in the Journal des Debats. 
He was Minister to Rome in 1828, and 
in 1830 refused to take the oath to 
Louis Philippe, and for his writings in 
favor of the exile Charles X. was im- 
prisoned in 1832. As an explanation 
of his inconsistency in politics, he said: 
“IT am a Bourbonist by bonor, a Roy- 
alist en reason and conviction and a 

can. by taste and character. 
He’ died July 4, 1848. * 

ROBERT DUDLEY, 

Earl of Leicester, a son of John Dud- 
ley, Duke of Northumberland, was 
born about 1532, married Amy Rob- 
sart in 1550, and in .1558 became the 
principal favorite of Queen Elizabeth 
who created him Ear! of Leicester and 
conferred many gifts and other marks 
of distinction upon him. He was ac; 
cused of causing the death of his first 
wife by poison, in 1560, and of hasten- 
ing tlie death b the same means of 
the first Earl of Essex, whose widow 
the Earl of Leicester married in 1578. 
He was given the command of au 
English army in the Low Countries 
in 1585, but displayed few of the quali- 
ties of a great commander. He died 
September 4, 1588 

CHARLES J. FOLGER, 
the Americaa jurist and statesman, 
died September 4, 1884. Judge Folger 
was one of the Justices of the New 
York Court of Appeals, when he was 


7 induced to accept the Republican 


nomination for Governor of New York. 
The disastrous defeat which he re- 
ceived in the election of that year 
preyed upon his mind to such an ex- 
tent that he never recevered from its 
effects, and this, together with his 
arduous labors as Secretary of the 
Treasury, to which position he was 
subsequently appointed by President 
Arthur, led to his untimely death. 
ST. CUTHBERT. 

Today in the ecclesiastical calendar 
commemorates the translation of St. 
Cuthbert. He was originally a shep- 
herd boy who became a monk at Old 
Melrose on the Tweed, finally bishop 
of the Island of Lindesfarne, where 
he died in 688. He was remarkable 
for the Thousand Years’ long history, 
which he had after experiencing that 
which brings most men their quietus. 
To avoid incursions of the Danes in 
699, his body was raised, when they 
were amazed to find it had undergone 
not the slightest decay; a miraculous 
circumstance, that in the new shrine, 
made the remains the object of great 
popular veneration. A second remov- 
al became neeessary in 875, «and a 
third in 995, which event is commem- 
orated in the calendar as the trausla- 
tion of St. Cuthbert.
